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4. On 24 March 1950,a conference was held at the Cantral Comutttes of the KPoe 
in Vienna vaich vas attended by 22 XPOe district functionaries. Neuhauser 
from the Vienna KPOe besdquarters and Mrs, Antonia Lehr from the Yomen's 
Seetion of the Vienna KFOs headquarters addvessed the sathering. 


2, Neuhauser reiterated the usual party slovans and requested in the end of his 
addvess thet unemployed Communists be listed and reported to the Cantral Com- 
mittee, Ii ia intended to form comuittees of unemployed workers for demon 
stration aritation purneses, fle also requested that protest movements be 
started in all plants arainst the penetration of the VdU into the trade unions. 


3a Mra, Lehr reported that delevatas even sae the peace conference in Stockholm 
took a vorr serious vdaw of the world situation, Italian and French delerates 
to thea conferance reported that they wore aware of the fact that a large nart 
of the American arms for Europe would arrive in Burore within the next few | 
weeks, The delegates atated that they wore well nrepared for this event and 
would do everything in their power te make delivery of these arms umpoassible. 
The CP in Jtaly and Franee will start an intensified campaign in the coming 
weoks,. 


4, Lehr forther stated that it was high tine that something vas done for reace 
an Augtria,gsince Austria had alnost failed to align itself with tho world 
peace moyercnt., It is most imortant that peace cormittees and peace councils 
be forned in Austria. The KPOe mst attempt to recrndt Socialist Democrats 
and non-political people for the peace movement, and it is even desirable that 
the leading of the novomant bs entrusted te such people. Thus no one can say 
that tho peace movement is a Communist project. It is imrortant that the 
XP0e derané of no member of the peace movement any declaration praising the 
Soviet Uniden or the People's Democracies, The slogan of the. peace movement 
is morely estion for paaac. 


§, The confercuce noted that so far only in tha IV, VII, and XX districts of 
Vionna have satisfactory peace movements been founded, Delegates fron the 
XVEII and MXIT districts reported thet reace meyements had been started fn 
their districts but that progress had not basen satisfactory. The ioiopate 
from the XV1 district, for instance, reported that he didn’t know how the peace 
novenent in hia district was to enter the plants. Reports from Zistersdorft 


and fren. Lobau indicate that the neace movements im these areas have crown 
agcorling to expectations. 
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
